In 1624 ® Farman was obtained from tho Moghul Emporor Jahbangir, 
permitting the English ४० trade with Bengal, hut resſtricting them to ६06 
port of Pipli in Midnapur. The regular connection of tho Company with 
Bengal, howevor, did not begin धा 1642, vhen a factory was ९8४०0. 
liched at BRalasore; and in 1662 permiſssion was obtained for unlimited 
trade, without payment of oustoms, on an annual payment of 78. 3,000. 


In 1661 OQharles II granted 8 new oharter, vesting the Company with 
power to 1088 peaos or war नाध) any non-Ohristian Prinoo and to 56136 
and ००2 to England unlicensed tradera. A freeh charter vus again 
granted in 1698, confirming the exclusiveo priviloges of tho Company fer 
enty-one years. In 1696 & rival Company was णिते, 070 88 the

London Company“ in 1702, and the two parties took the name ग 
The United Company of Merchants trading to the Tast Indies.“ 


During the administration of शभ Khan, Subadar of Bengal, thoe 
[शहा were subjected to much oppression. Shaista Knhan æaxacted ४ 
duty of 8 per cent. on their merchandise, and his officers arbitrarily 
extorted large suins from the factors, until in 1685 it was resolved to 
866 1607688 by force of arms. This decision exasperated the Emperor 
Aurangzaeb, who ordered that the FPuglish chould be expelled from his 
dominions. The Compuny's factories were seized and their affairs were 
hrought to the णाः of ruin, पाला negotiations for peace were set on 
foot पपात्‌ a reconciliation was effected. 


In 1698 the Pnglish ohtained permission from Adzam-ush-Shan, grand- 
800 of Aurangzeb and Governor ० Bengal, to purchase the towns of 
Sutanati, Govindpur and Calcutta. No sanad is fortheoming, bot 1४ is 
more a matter of antiquarian intereat than of historie importance. 


In 17560 Navwab Siraj-ud-Daula became Subadar of Dengal. प्रिर 
damanded from the Pngliah Governor of Oaleutta the surrender of one 
ण the principal officers of ०8०66 under his late uncle, the Governor 
of 096९8, from vhom he proposed to extert money: and कोल, this 
demand was refused, he attacked and captured Coaleutta on the 20th 
June. One hundred भात्‌ forty-six English fell into his hands and were 
पिपर into ^" वरह लाः Hole,,“ where क), save twenty-three, perished 
in the night. On the 2nd January 1757 Calcutta was retaken by a force 
from Madras under (रह and Admiral Wataon, and on the 4th February 
the Nawab's army waa surprised and defeated by Clive. Overtures 
vwere then made by the Nawab, and on the एतौ February 1767, a Treaty 
(No. I) was conelnded, फर whieh the Nawab agreed not to molest ४16 
Oompany in the enjovment of their privileges; to permit all goods be- 
longing to the Company to pass freely by land ण water, withoui paying 
any duties or fees; to restore the factories and plundered property; and 
to permit the Company to fortify Caleutta and to esatablish 8 mint. 
Three days later & Contract (No. II) with the Nawab, offensive and 
defensive, was signed. 


War having broken out hetween FPrance and Pnpland, Clive attacked 
the French settlement of Ohandernagore. Siraj-ud-Daula furnished the 
Freneh with arma and money, भात्‌ was preparing to make common 
eauso agninst the एह. At this junoture 9 confederacy vas formod 
among Kiraj-ud-Daula'“s chief officers to ०९०86 him. € Toßglich 
joined this confederacy and concluded & Trenty (No. III) with Mir 
Jafar Ali Khan. At the battle of Platssey, कोलो vas foueht on the 
280 June 1764, the power of Siraj-ud-Daula was eompletely broken, 


and Mir Jafar was installed by तपर as Subeder ५ एला जोध the 
titlo ० Navab. 
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19 1168 the Shahaada, afterwards 80४0 Alam, fled from एभि, in 
eonsequence of some dispute with his father, the Pmperor Alamgir II, 
und entered into & leagus with the Subadars of Oudh and Allahabad for 
८0९ conquest of the Lower Provinces. The Princo enterod Bihar जरी 
about 40, 000 men, and laid siege to Patna. 


Mir Jafar was greatly alarmed, धातं Clive marched to his aid with 
9118६ {01८6 he could muster. Thoe terror of Olivo's name was cuſſioient, 
and ere he reached Patna the Shahrada's army had 9170086 entirely 
09९7७०0. As a reward for this 66166 Mir Jafar granted Clive tho 
१८१४८९१६, about three lakhs per annum, vhich the Company had agreed 
to pay for tho z2amindari of Caleutta.“ 


In 1769 an armament of seven 80708 from Batavia unexpectedly 10906 
its appearance in the mouth of tihe Hooghly. NMir Jafur had seoretly 
encouraꝶged the Duteh to send this foree. He was alarmed at the growing 
power of the English, धात्‌ wished to counterbalance it with that of 
the Duteh, while the latter were eager to ahare in the wealth whioh the 
Britisn had acquired in Bengal. Clive, though sensible of the res- 
ponsibility he would incur by attacking the forces of 8 friendly power, 
was satisfied that, 11 he allowed the Batavian armament to join the 
garrisou at Chinsura, the Nawab would throw himself into the arme 
of his new allies, and the Euglish ascendeney 7४ Bengal would be 
oxposed to serious danger. To prevent this ho obtained from ४० 
Nawab 9 mandate, directing the newly arrived armamient to leave the 
river. Under the authority of this order, and vith the pretext of en- 
forcing it, Clivo caused the Duteh to be attacked both by land and 
wator. They were completely defented, and all धानाः chips wero taken. 
A Convention (No. IV) was then signed, एक whieh tho Dutoh agroed to 
pay an indemnity, and the English to restore their ships and property. 
An Agreement (No. V) was at the same time made between the Nawahb 
and the Duteh, vhieh was guaranteed by the Governor in Council of 
Fort William. 

To meet his pecuniary engagements Mir Jafar had recourse to tho 
aeverest 6४86६008. He resigned himself to unworthy favourities; and 
it hecame necessary to depose him in favonr of his 8072078 Mir Kaaim 
Ali Khan, with vwhom 2 Treaty (No. VI) was coneluded on the वध 
Soptembor 1760.

Englisk prisoners, fled to Oudb and eventually to Delhi, whero he died 
in 1777 

In 1764 Mir Jafar agreed to pay five lakhs 8 month (No. VIII), in 
addition to tho sums for which he had contracted iu the recent treaty, 
towards the expense of the war whieh was then एलाह carried on agninst 
the Waair of Oudb who, with the Pmperor Shah Alam, had espoused 
the cause of Mir Kasim. 

Mir Jafar died in January 1765. and was auccoeded by his 900 Najm- 
ud-Daula, with whom a new Treaty (No. IX) was concluded, by which

A Treaty (No. XI) was eoneluded 
with him, by which he ratified the treaties formerly coneluded with 
his father and brother, and the Company agreed to support him in the 
Nisamat and to allow him भो annval stipend ग 1८.

Saif- ud- Daula was succeeded in 1770 hy his hrother, Muharak-ud- 
Daula, with whom a uew Engagement (No. XII) was made. Ry this 
engagement the Nawabh Nasim's अशात्‌ was fixed at Rs. 431,81,991. 
Mis 3४ the 196४ treaty made vith the Navwab रिका. The office of 
Bubadar had now become merely a nominal one, भो real power having

to aixteen [908 a year, at which rate it continued to be paid down to 
1880. In 1869 the Nawab 1२9१0, Saiyid Mansur Ali Khan, left Mur- 
0109709 and went with his family to England, vhere he took up his 
permanent residenoe 

In 1875, the affairs of the Nawab Nasim having fallen into confusion 
Commissionera wero appointed under ४ special Aet to arrange for the

Nawab Ali Kadr Saiyid Hasan Ali Mirza died at Murshidabad on भीँ

Amir-ul-Omrun Nuwab Asif किण्वः Saiyid Wasif Ali Mirxa Khan Baha-

fered in its affairs. Some years previous to 1772 the then Raje of 
Cooch Behar, Dhairjendra Narayan, vho had a dispute regarding 
auccession with his brother Ram Narayan, deprived the latter of the 
appointment of Minister. Ram Narayan appealed to the Bhutanese 
and was re-inſtated by them. Ram Narayan vwas, however, subsquently 
put to death by the Raja, ऋणा) चार Bhutanese then carried off to the 
01118, appointing his hrother, Rajendra Narayan, as Raja in his place.

Nripendra Narayan was installed in 1883. In 1884 the Ruler of 
Oooch Behar received (No. XXXVI) the hereditary titlo of Maharaja 
Bahadur.

Maharaja Nripendra Narayan died in September 1911 and was 
auceeeded by his eldest oon Raj Rajendra Narayan. He died in Sep- 
tember 1919 and was succeeded by his brother Jitendra Narayan, vho 
died on the 20th December 1922. He was succeeded by his eldest 8 
Juvaraj Jagaddipendra Narayan, who was born on the 16th December

Vntil 1808 the Tributary Chie«fs of Orissa were feudatories of the 
Raja of Nagpur. During the Mahratta war of that year a emall British 
1066 marehed from Ganjam and took the town ग Cuttack on the IOth 
October 1803. 28188076 had been previously captured on the 21Ist Sep- 
feniber and, the plains of Orissa having heen thus hrought under British 
rule, negotiations were entered into with the Hill Chiefs. In Novemboer 
1809 4ngagements vwere executed by, and unamas given to, the Rajas 
ण Athgarh, Baramba, Dasxpalla, Dhenkanal, Hindol, Khandpara, Nar- 
singpur, Nayagarh, Nilgiri, Ranpur, Talcher and Tigeria शात also to 
the Rajas of Angul and Banki and eight other (१८४ whieh have ceased 
to bo Feudatory States (Nos. 1 and II) 


After the defeat of the Mahrattas on the 2nd November 1803 at the 
RBarmul Pass, the Raja of Baud भात Athmallik tendered his suhmission 
to tho 88६ India Company (Nos. IIIT हते IV), vhile in 1804, the Raja 
of Keonjhar and Pal-IAhara executed & similar agreement and 16९61१९ प

Seraikela and Kharsawan wers, with BRonai, Gangpur, Surgiqa, 
Vdaipur, Jaahpur, Korea and Changbhakar, included in the South 
Westoern Frontier Agency on its creation in 1838. The designation म 
the Ageney was changed in 1854 to that of ^^ Commissionership of Ohotu 
Nagpur.“ In Oetober 1906 Surguja, Vdaipur, Jasbppur, Korea aud 
Changbhakar 676 transferred to the Central Provinces, while Gangpur 
and Bonai were placed under the Commissioner of Orissa. Seraikela 
and Kharsawan remained under the Commistioner of Ohota Nagpur, 
assisted by the Deputy (मणो) शाणाः of Singhbhum, and from 1916 by 
the Political Agent, 0114998, , till in 1922 they were transferred to the 
01988 Ageney. 

The Singhbhum country was never conquered by the Mahrattas, and 
vas in the position of an independent State when Raja Ghansham Singb 
tendered his allegiance to the Rritih Government in 1319.
